§ THE NEW LEGISLATURE. 


5 —— 
The man who is entitled to the credit of orig- 
‘inating the new system of Government for this 
Colony dught to be embalmed in cabbage leaves 
“and placed in a glass case for the use of future 
generations. If he could be secured for the Col- 
tonial Museury spoken of here the success of the 
jenterprise would be ensured. There is perhaps 
‘even morp interest and curiosity to see the thing 
set agoijg than would be the case were we 
abont to fiave introduced a liberal, modern form 
of Govertiment instead of the wretched thing 
which is to be.disenbalmed on Wednesday next. 
Nor is this st ange. Suppose the Prince and 
Princess of Wal¢s were to take a drive through 
Regent Park in pne of the little block-wheeled 
vehicles that were seen trunneling about the 
> btreets of Londo when its roads were muddy 
tnd its population small, would it not excite far 
fore intetest andi collect a larger crowd. than 
would the usual grive in a modern baronche ? 
Very much of the same nature is the feeling re- 
specting the debué of our maiden Legislature. It 
is very mych the sort of thing suggested to Mr. 
Douglas by Sir-E. B. Lytton as early as 595 
and sumething of the sort might have been ‘in- 
troduced at that early period of the Colony’s 
history with much advantage. And even now it 
may accomplish much, provided all will pull on 
‘the one string. This, however, we have no 
right to e¥pect,; though we may hope for it upon 
-m few of tlie teading colonial measures. But. it 
would be something uniqne in the history of the 
working of such institutions to find a Council 
cénstracted as this is very harmonious in its 
proceedings. Sie 
But now that the day is so near how are -the 
vacant Departments to be represented? We 
have neither Colonial Secretary, Treasurer nor 
Chief Commissioner of Lands & Works !
